Grownd-breaking 


Set Next Week 


Ground will break next week 
for construction of West Bridge, 
resident complex to be built di- 
rectly across Guy A, West foot- 
bridge. 

Scoop Associates, a private 
group of Sacramento and Bay area 
investors, has contracted Drey- 
fus and Blackford, Architects, to 
plan eleven buildings housing 57 
students each, scheduled for 
compietion in time for occupancy 
next fall, Buildings on the 24- 
acre site will eventually house 
3,000 students, 

Named for former SSC 
president Guy A, West, the hous- 
ing project for students and 
faculty will feature sound- 
proofed bedrooms for one, two or 
three grouped in suites with a 
central living room for each suite 
and semi-private bathrooms, All 
rooms will be air-conditioned and 
carpeted, Student centers in each 
three-story hall will hold music 
rooms, libraries, lounges, hobby 
spaces and a cubical for the 
student judicial board, which will 
self-govern the housing complex. 
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sed 38.5 percent over the number 
received during the same time 
period last year. 

According to Anderson, the 
increase, which amounts to some 
800 more than normal, is more 
than twice the number anticipated 
for the time period. He said that 
by the deadline each year there 
is usually an increase of 10 to15 
percent which amounts to about 
1100 students, Ifthe applications 
were to continue at this rate, 
he went on, the number would 
reach nearly 2900 by the August 
9 deatiine. This is an addition 
of almost 1800 applicants over 
previously anticipatedincreases, 

When asked to explain the 
phenominal increase in applica- 
tions, Anderson expressed his 
belief that most of the applica- 
tions were made by students 
mizht take place. The admissions 
officer stated, however, that SSC 
will admit any qualified applicant 
up to the August 9 deadline, re- 
gardless of the number who apply. 

Anderson remarked that the 
application increase is relatively 
uniform on all the state college 
campuses. However, on Calif- 
ornia university campuses, the 
number of applications received 
so far isbelow normal. Anderson 
said it is possible that some 
of the university students who 
were apprehensive of the high 
university tuition which was 
threatened early in the year, 
might have applied to state col- 
leges in an attempt to reduce the 
expected high cost of their edu- 
cation. 

If the rate of increase con- 
tinues up to the deadline, some 
problems will resuit. Accord- 
ing to Anderson, the largest group 
of new students will be incoming 
juniors who are transfering from

Scen

It is not the usual provence 
of this column to review movies, 
but every now and thenone comes 
along that has quality sufficient 
to justify a deviation from the 
norm. Such a film is the excellent 
screen adaptation of Ray Brad- 
bury’s middlin’-good fantasy 
novel, ‘‘Farenheit 451.’’ Would 
that all science-fiction films — 
or just all films, period — were 
as good as this! 

‘*Farenheit 451’? combines 
imagination, meaning and gro- 
tesquely familiar sets and spetial 
effects to create a horribly real 
image of some indeterminate fu- 
ture where censorship has been 
carried to its ultimate extent by 
the “Firemen,” a sort of Brad- 
burian thought police who ride to 
their calls in electric wagons, 
burn books in the name of human 
happiness. ‘‘I,ook at these books, 
Montag,’’ the fire chief says to 
the disturbed Fireman protagon- 
ist. “They all say the same 
things: ‘I’m right and all the rest 
are wrong.’ That’s offensive, it 
makes people unhappy. Some- 
body’s always trying to be dif- 
ferent — but if we keep everyone 
the same we’ll all be happy. 
Isn’t that right?’’ 

Combine a statement like that 
with a recent article in the Sac- 
ramento Bee reporting that Roy 
Wilkins wants high schools to ban 
‘Huckleberry Finn’’ because it 
contains the word ‘‘nigger’’ and 
the effect is enough to make your 
hair stand on end. ‘Farenheit 
451" does not deal with exotica, 

The important characteriza- 
tions of Montag (Oskar Werner) 
and his wife Linda (Julie 
Chirstie), are a little shallow — 
mere creatures of the plot, as 
though the scripters fell all over 
themselves trying to get their 
message across and forgot about 
the people who are their story. 
Everyone involved, however, 
does a very fine job within the 
limitations of the script. 

All things considered, it must 
be said that ‘Farenheit 451’’ 
shapes itself into a powerful 
drama that will probably cop a 
‘*best picture’’ nomination next 
year. It is well worth seeing. It’s 
science-fiction —- but don’t let 
that stop you!
